made it, and these persons will be 
witnesses. 


Believed His Vx.fe. 


"When Captain Hains was called 


back from the Philippines he ques- 
tioned his wife regarding rumors he 
had heard about her. and he became 
convinced that his suspicions were 
•wrong. Later, he said, facts devel- 
oped which made him demand the 
confession from his wife, and she 
made it. 


"Captain Hains denies that he sent 


letters to Annis challenging him to a 
duel. 
The stories to this effect are 


absurd. What 
unbalanced Captain 


Halns' mind were the countercharges 
made by Mrs. Hains in a suit she 
filed in answer^to his suit for divorce. 
Captain Hains 
believed the state- 


ments made by Mrs. Hains in the 
countersuit were dictated by Annis." 


Major John Powell Hains made a 


statement before the inquest. 
He 


was asked if he thought his brother 
was justified in shooting Annis with- 
out giving him a chance to protect 
himself. 


No Better Than a Snake. 


"I can best answer that question 


by recalling an incident that hap- 
ponod to me at Fort Riley," he sa'.d. 
"I was about to put on my boot one 
inorning when I found a snake in it.

FLORENCE 
NIGHTINGALE 


The Angel of the Crimea 


Tn hrr home in the West Knd of London, passing the days of the late 


Autumn of her life in an invalid chair, lives a white-haired, sweet-faced, 
kindly-voiced noble woman, whom tho world knows as Florence Nightingale. 
Born in 1S20 in Florence. Italy, ihe daughter of a wealthy Englishman, un- 
der his lovinc tutorship ?he mastered the classics and literature, became a 
good musician and learned several languages. 


She Lad a genius for helpfulness, a consecration to humanity that found 


expression in sweet ministrations of love and care of the sick and suffering. 
In nursing she saw a nob'e career for women and in 1S49 went to a Protes- 
tant school for nurses, on the Rhine. On her return to England she as- 
sumed management of a sanitarium for invalid governesses. 
In 1S54 Eng- 


'and was roused to a white heat of indignation by the revelations of the hor- 
rors of the hospital service of the Crimea. Government incompetency. imbe- 
cile red tape, rascally dishonor and criminal neglect in treating the sick arid 
wounded soldiers made nitre v ar itself a, paradise of mercy by contrast. 
Dante's Inferno seemed a mild hit of imagination in the face of the real hor- 
rors at Scutari, with four miles of hrds huddled in one three-story house. 


Florence Nightingale volunteered to lead a band of women to transform 


the hospitals in the name of humanity. an:l in November. 1S54- with thirty- 
eight nurses she reached S-titari. HT magic touch brought order out of 
chaos: tho sunshine, swcctn^s* md scothi-ig peace of woman's work filled 
the rooms; the ghast'y mortality T.T.S reduced to a minimum; soldiers 
wounded and dying kissed the s':adow of tho angel of the Crimea as it fell 
across their counterpanes or reverently touched the hem of her garment as 
she passed near them. Often for twenty hours at a stretch she stood giving 
her orders—the noble leader of her little army of peace; and her kindness, 
wisdom, sweetness, energy, influence and inspiration seemed inexhaustible. 


For two years she kept up the fisht and with health impaired returned 


to England, shunning all publicitv. Tho £."0.0<10 testimonial tendered her by 
the people, she refused, but finally accepted to found a training school for 
nurses. By penny subscriptions the soldiers secured enough to erect a statue 
to her memory, but this, too, slie rejected. For nearly fiftv years she has 
been an invalid, and yet thio "Grand Old Woman of England." at tho age o! 
eightyscvcnis still serene, t-v.-c"t,helpful and contented, -with a name that will 
be hallowed as long zz the British army and the British nation shall endure.
